The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) 
over the closest reference: Oberneder (US 5 985 994) 

Oberneder discloses an aqueous dispersion having a pH of about 10 
in comparison Example 1b), where a base of 2-aminoethanol and a 
hydroxyl end-capped polydimethylsiloxane having a viscosity of 80,000 
mm 2 /s (cs) are employed. Notably, the chalk can function as a thickening 
agent. However, Oberneder does not teach or fairly suggest the amounts of 
the ingredients set forth in the presently claimed invention.
